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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As previously communicated, the language of 
independent claims 1, 11, 12, 13, and 14, "... a device connected to a wireless network can miss being reauthenticated for a 
predetermined number of the time period and still communicate in a secure manner on the wireless network" is indefinite and fails to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, "can miss being reauthenticated" is 
interpreted as "may OR may not miss being reauthenticated"; therefore, it renders the scope of the claim indefinite and a prior art teaching 
either one of the two alternative interpretations reads on the claims as currently presented. 

Applicant argues that Nelson is not addressing the situation wherein a re-authentication is missed (Remarks, page 9, lines 15-20). 
Examiner respectfully disagrees and directs Applicant's attention to page 3 paragraphs 22-23, where Nelson discloses "... Assuming that 
authentication occurs, the access point port associated with that client is then UNBLOCKED to enable network based signal exchange. 
Prior to doing so, the relevant access point transmits to the client a pair of WEP-based encryption keys (i.e., a client receive key and a 
client transmit key)". The client then is enabled to use these keys to securely exchange signal (i.e., transmit and receive signal) with the 
access point for the duration of a session. After a certain number of frames has been processed by the access point, or after a selectable 
period of time, using the same key pairs for secure exchange of signal, the step of exchanging the key pair with a newly generated key 
pair (i.e., re-authentication) occurs.
